Admiral) William Reynolds was naval 
storekeeper at Honolulu in 13o7 and staid 
there two or three years. He had a man- 
ner that made him many friends and 
also many enemies, and Sing Kaine- 
hameha III was especially offonsiva to- 
ward tho lieutenant. The king sought 
every opportunity to show his dislike of 
Lieutenant Reynolds. 


"At that time the latter was on the 


'reserved list' of tho navy, and the king 
concluded that ho was not obliged to 
show him the same mount of courtesy

andsentenced to imprisonment on tho no- 
torious Dry Tortugas. Ragsdalo aT'er- 
ward had to be sent to the island of Mo- 
lokai, where all lepers are exiled and 
where he died a few years ago.

the sloop-of-war Mohongo, of which the 
late Rear Admiral Edward Simpson was 
commander, and tho latter, by his diplo- 
matic tact and keen judgment, soon won 
KingKamehameha over, and the officers 
of tho Mohongo became very popular at 
court and received every attention and 
couitesy during the dozen months that 
the vessel was in Honolulu harbor.

A Chinamen named Ny Lock was 


arrested in New York charged with 
being unlawfully in the country,- as he 
did not comply with the provisions of 
the Geary exclusion act, He was taken 
before Judge Lacombe of the United 
States District Court, who, after much 
argument by the attorneys for the Six 
Companies, and very little by the 
United States District Attorney, rend- 
ered this decision: 


" It is ordered that the said Ny Lock 


be and he is hereby discharged from 
the custody of the United States Mar- 
shal, and is ordered deported from the 
United States whenever provision for 
such deportation shall be made by the 
proper authorities." 


This remarkable order, which proves 


that there are Dogben-ys on the bench 
to-day as well as in Shakespear's time, 
is approved in the east and ridiculed in 
the west. The Judge decrees that Ny 
Lock is in the country contrary to the 
provisions of law, but orders him dis- 
charged from custody until provision 
for shipping him to China is made by 
the proper authorities. What would 
be thought of a judge who would 
sentence a prisoner to be confined in 
the 
county 
jail 
or State Prison 


for 
violation 
of 
the 
statutes, 


and at the same time discharged 
him from the custody of the constable 
or sheriff until provision was made by 
the proper authorities for his accomo- 
dation in prison ? 


The Geary act provides that any 


Chinese person convicted and adjudged 
to be not lawfully entitled to remain in 
the United States shall be imprisoned 
ut hard labor for a period not exceed- 
ing one year, and thereafter removed 
from the United States. Judge La- 
combe ignores that provision, orders the 
Chinamen discharged instead of being 
imprisoned, and like his prototype of 
old "writes himself down an ass." 


FIGHTING THK TKUSTS. 


The whisky trust which has been con- 


trolling the distilleries of the United 
States for some years, and which con- 
spired, it was alleged, to blow up the 
only distillery in tho state of Illinois 
that did not join the trust, is now 
going to pieces. It controlled eighty 
one distilleries, and capitalized its 
stock at $35,000,000. Now it is asserted 
that the total selling value of the 
eighty-one plants does not 
exceed 


$•1,000,000, yet it has been placed on the 
market at $35,000, or nearly nine times

which trusts are conducted. A combi- 
nation is formed to control the product 
of an article, and stock is issued for 
many times tho value of the property 
controlled by the combination.

all that consumers will pay. 


Some of the Eastern papers, notably 


tho New York World, have been waging 
war against the trusts and exposing 
their methods of doing business, and 
public sentiment has been aroused 
against them to such an extent thai 
the legislature enacted a law prohibit- 
ing tho organization of trusts or com- 
binations for enhancing the prices of 
the necessaries of life.

Cleary was taken to a hotel near 
by, and given medical attention. His 
wound, however, proved fatal, and he 
died three hours later. Deputy Sheriff 
Delehanty arrested Cash, who was com- 
mitted to the county jail by the coroner 
to await the result of an inquest. Cash 
was in full uniform when he did the 
shooting.

A Definition ef Somnambulism. 


In the earlier days it was the common- 


ly accepted idea that the somnambulist 
was possessed. 
Anything and every- 


thing that could not be understood or 
explained -was of the supernatural. 
To 


see an individual apparently asleep and 
utterly oblivious to the greater number 
of surrounding objects and yet so keen- 
ly awake to others as to be able to per- 
form the most intricate actions without 
tho aid of the senses was so greatly at 
variance with the common experience 
«f mankind as to call up feelings of as- 
tonishment and awe, not alone to the 
minds of the vulgar or laymen, but to 
thoae accustomed to scientific inveatiga- 
tion. Modern science has at least dis- 
pelled this idea of the supernatural, 
though it has not yet been able to fur- 
nish a rational theory which will ac- 
count for all of the manifestations of tho 
affection. It has done much, however, 
toward elucidating the functions of dif- 
ferent parts of the nervous system and 
in that way prepared the mind for a 
fuller understanding. 


Thus, in 1845, came a definition of 


somnambulism as "a condition in which 
certain senses and faculties are sup- 
pressed or rendered thoroughly impas- 
sive, while others prevail in most un- 
wonted exaltation, in which an individ- 
ual, though asleep, feels and acts most 
energetically, holding an anomalous 
species of communication with the ex-

"My own training has been a very

Grad- 
ually my portraits elbowed my land 
scapes out of the field, which shows 
how little command a man has over des- 
tiny," thotightfully remarked my host. 
"I don't regret it. Portrait painting .has 
been most interesting to me and has 
brought me many friends."—CasselTs,

A FoMlble Reason Why England Was Al- 


ways Beady to Fight Bint. 


Napoleon was in very good spirits 


and seemed very desirous to show that 
though he had ambition England was 
not without her share also. He said that 
ever since the time of Cromwell we had 
eet up extraordinary pretensions and 
arrogated to ourselves the dominion of 
the sea; that after the peace of Amiens 
Lord Sidmouth wished to renew the for- 
mer treaty of commerce, which had been 
made by Vergennes after the American 
•war, but that he (Napoleon), anxious to 
encourage tho industry of Prance, had 
expressed his readiness to enter into a 
treaty, not like the former, which it was 
clear from the portfolio of Versailles 
must be injurious to the interests of 
France, but on terms of perfect reci- 
procity—viz, that if France took so 
many millions of English goods England 
should take as many millions of French 
produce in return. Lord Sidmouth said: 


"This is totally new. I cannot make a 


treaty on these conditions." 


''Very well. I cannot force you into a 


treaty of commerce any more than you 
can force me, and we must remain as we 
are—without commercial intercourse." 


"Then," said Lord Sidmonth, "there 


will be war, for unless the people of 
England have the advantages of com- 
merce secured to them which they have 
been accustomed to they will force me 
to declare war." 


"As you please. 
It is my duty to 


study the just intei-esto of France, and 
I shall not enter into any treaty of com- 
merce on other principles than those I 
have stated." 


He stated that although England made 


Malta the pretext, all the world knew 
that was not tha real cause of tho rup- 
ture—that he was sincere in his desire 
for peace, na a proof of which he sent his 
expedition vo San Domingo. When it was 
remarked by Colonel Campbell that Eng- 
land did not think him sincere, from his 
L-efusing a treaty of commerce and send- 
ing consuls to Ireland with engineerq to 
examine the harbors, hts l;ui;-,'he 1 r,nl 
said that was not UBCcs-niry, lor cvr:y 
harbor in England and Ireland vrai wll 
known to him. Bertrandremarked that 
every prnbassadnr w.w a i;py. 


Napoleon said lh:it t^'io Amci-ictms „<!- 


mittod tho jv.stuf-ss of his p.-'-.eiples of 
coinuisvce. Formerly Kiev i"" - i^htovcr 
gome millions of tobacco till cotiou, 
took specie in return and theji went 
empty to Euglond, whore they furnished 
thorusolves v. ith British manrf.'eturc-. 
He refused to admit their tobacco and 
cotton unless they took from France an 
equivaloiit in French produce. 
They 


yielded to his system as being just. He 
added that now Eiigloriil had it nil her 
own way, that thoro was no power which 
could successfully oppose her system, and 
that she might now impose on Franco 
any treaty eho please 1. 


"Tho Bourbons, poor devils [hero ho 


checked himself], are groat lords, \v"no are 
contented with having back their opiates 
and castles, but if the French people be- 
corno dissatisfied with that [tho treaty] 
and find that thero is not tho encourage- 
ment for their manufactures in the in- 
terior of the country that there should 
be, they [tho Bourbons] will be driven 
out in six months. Marseilles, Nantes, 
Bordeaux and the coast are not troubled 
by that, for they always have the same 
commerce, but in the interior it is an- 
other thing. I well know what the feel- 
ing is.f or me at Terraro, Lyons and those 
places which hnvo manufactures, and 
which I have encouraged." — Thomas 
Ussher, B. N., in Century.
